Biden-Xi summit: What Biden wants, 
what Xi wants

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — There 
won’t be concessions from the U.S. side. 
No real deliverables, which is government- 
speak for specific achievements. Don’t ex- 
pect a cheery joint statement, either. 
During President Joe Biden’s highly antici- 
pated meeting with Chinese President Xi 
Jinping on Monday, the leaders will be 
circling each other to game out how to 
manage a relationship that the U.S. has 
determined poses the biggest economic 
and military threat. 


At the same time, U.S. officials have re- 
peatedly stressed that they see the two 
countries’ interactions as one of competi- 
tion — and that they want to avoid con- 
flict. Here’s a look at what each side is 
hoping to achieve out of the leaders’ first 
in-person encounter as presidents, to be 
held on the island of Bali in Indonesia: 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 
Essentially, Biden and other U.S. officials 
are trying to understand where Xi really 
stands.

Washington, Biden said he 
wanted to “lay out … what 
each of our red lines are, 
understand what he be- 
lieves to be in the critical 
national interests of China, 
what I know to be the criti- 
cal interests of the United 
States.” 
That mission has become 
all the more imperative 


since the conclusion of the 
Community Party congress 
in Beijing, during which Xi 
secured a norm-breaking 
third term as leader, em- 
powering him even further. 
It’s a goal that will be much 
more readily achieved in 
person, White House of- 
ficials say, despite Biden 
and Xi’s five video or phone 
calls during the U.S. presi- 
dent’s term. 
Biden told reporters on Sun- 
day that he’s “always had 


straightforward discussions” 
with Xi, and that has pre- 
vented either of them from 
“miscalculations” of their 
intentions. 
The U.S. president will want 
to send a message to Xi 
on White House concerns 
about China’s economic 
practices. Taiwan is sure 
to come up, and Biden 
will want to emphasize to 
Xi that the U.S. will stand 
ready to defend the self- 
governing 
island 
should 


it come under attack by 
China. Biden also will seek 
to make clear his concerns 
about 
Beijing’s 
human 
rights practices, as he has 
in their previous interac- 
tions. Biden will also use the 
meeting to press for a more 
aggressive 
posture 
from 
Xi on Russia’s invasion of 
Ukraine. The Chinese leader 
has largely refrained from 
public criticism of Vladimir 
Putin’s actions while declin- 
ing to actively aid Moscow 
by supplying arms. 
“We believe that, of course, 
every country in the world 
should do more to prevail 
upon 
Russia, 
especially 
those who have relation- 
ships with Russia, to end this 
war and leave Ukraine,” 
said U.S. national security 
adviser Jake Sullivan. 
Finally, U.S. officials say 
they’re eager to see where 
the two superpowers could 
actually 
collaborate. 
Though there are numerous 
areas in which Biden and Xi 
won’t see eye to eye, the 
White House has listed sev- 
eral issues where they con- 
ceivably could, including 
health, 
counternarcotics 
and climate change. 
FOR CHINA 
Xi has yet to give a wish 
list for talks with Biden, but 
Beijing wants U.S. action on 
trade and Taiwan. 
Perhaps most importantly, 
the Group of 20 gather- 


ing in Bali and the meet- 
ing with Biden give China’s 
most powerful leader in de- 
cades a stage to promote 
his country’s image as a 
global player and himself 
as a history-making figure 
who is restoring its rightful 
role as an economic and 
political force. 
China 
pursues 
“increas- 
ingly assertive foreign and 
security policies aimed at 
changing the international 
status quo,” Kevin Rudd, 
a former Australian prime 
minister who is president 
of the Asia Society, wrote 
in 
Foreign 
Affairs. 
That 
has strained relations with 
Washington, Europe and 
China’s Asian neighbors, 
but Xi is unfazed and looks 
set to be more ambitious 
abroad. 
The meeting is “an im- 
portant event of China’s 
head-of-state 
diplomacy 
toward the Asia Pacific,” 
said 
a 
foreign 
ministry 
spokesman, Zhao Lijian. He 
said Xi will “deliver an im- 
portant speech” on eco- 
nomic growth. 
Zhao called on the Biden 
administration to “stop po- 
liticizing” trade and em- 
brace Beijing’s claim to sov- 
ereignty over Taiwan, the 
self-ruled island democra- 
cy that split with the main- 
land in 1949 and never has 
been part of the People’s 
Republic of China.q

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Sandy Hook memorial opens nearly 10 years after 26 killed

NEWTOWN, Conn. (AP) — 
Bouquets of flowers floated 
counterclockwise 
in 
the 
waters of the circular me- 
morial pool, passing the en- 
graved names of the 20 first 
graders and six educators 
killed a short distance away 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School nearly 10 years ago. 
The long-awaited memo- 
rial to the victims officially 
opened to the public on 
Sunday, 
drawing 
visitors 
steadily 
throughout 
the 
day. There was no ceremo- 
ny, in keeping with New- 
town's tradition of marking 
anniversaries and other re- 
membrances of the shoot- 
ing with quiet reflection. 
"It just takes your breath 
away," said Nora Smith, a 
resident of nearby Monroe 
who visited the memorial 
with her husband, Kevin. 
"It's something that you 
hold close to your heart be- 
cause you feel so bad for 
these families." 
A path from the small park- 
ing lot leads down a hill to 
the focus of the memorial 
— a manmade water fea- 
ture with a sycamore tree 
sprouting from an island in 
the middle. The 26 names 
are engraved in the top 
of a stone wall supporting 
the pool. A cobblestone 
walkway surrounds the fea- 
ture, its outer ring lined with 


black-eyed Susan flowers. 
Other paths lead past a 
variety of plantings on the 
grounds. With tree leaves 
having 
fallen, 
the 
new 
Sandy Hook School is now 
visible from the memorial. 
The new school was built 
on the same property, but 
not in the same footprint as 
the old one, which was torn 
down after the shooting on 
Dec. 14, 2012. 
Relatives' victims were of- 
fered a private tour on 
Saturday. Others, includ- 
ing Jennifer Hubbard, vis- 
ited earlier by private ap- 


pointment. Her daughter, 
Catherine Violet Hubbard, 
6, was one of the children 
who died in the shooting. 
"It took my breath away in 
the sense that to see Cath- 
erine's name and to see 
what has been created in 
honor of those that lost ... 
the families, those that sur- 
vived — they've lost their 
innocence," she said. "And 
the community. We all suf- 
fered because of Dec. 14. 
"I think that the memorial 
is so perfectly appointed 
in honoring and providing 
a place of contemplation 


and reflection for a day 
that really changed the 
country," 
said 
Hubbard, 
who is now executive direc- 
tor of the Catherine Violet 
Hubbard Animal Sanctuary 
in Newtown. 
Nelba 
Marquez-Greene, 
whose 6-year-old daugh- 
ter, Ana Grace Marquez- 
Greene, died in the shoot- 
ing, took to Twitter on Sat- 
urday to thank those who 
worked on the memorial 
planning for years. 
"Ten years. A lifetime and 
a blink," she wrote. "Ana 
Grace, we used to wait for 


you to come home. Now 
you wait for us. Hold on, 
little one. Hold on." 
Several visitors declined to 
speak with the few report- 
ers present Sunday. Others 
discussed 
their 
thoughts 
but did not want to give 
their full names, saying the 
day was about the victims. 
Many in Newtown are ap- 
prehensive about the rush 
of media that comes to 
town every anniversary of 
the shooting. 
"It's a difficult day," said a 
woman, her eyes filled with 
tears as she returned to her 
vehicle after viewing the 
memorial. Town police of- 
ficers occasionally stopped 
by the site, which also has 
surveillance cameras. 
Visitors get their first view of 
the memorial in the small 
parking lot, which over- 
looks the site. Near the be- 
ginning of a path that leads 
down the hill, a plaque wel- 
comes visitors and includes 
a quote by former Presi- 
dent Barack Obama from 
when he spoke at a vigil in 
Newtown two days after 
the shooting. 
"Here in Newtown, I come 
to 
offer 
the 
love 
and 
prayers of a nation," the 
Obama quote reads. "I 
am very mindful that mere 
words cannot match the 
depths of your sorrow, nor 
can they heal your wound- 
ed hearts.q

Why the AP hasn't called control of the House yet

Democratic control of the 
U.S. Senate was settled Sat- 
urday when Sen.

Cortez Masto of Nevada 
won reelection, but the 
U.S. House majority is still in 
question. Let's see where 
things stand. 


WHY HASN'T THE AP CALLED 
CONTROL OF THE HOUSE 
YET? 
It's simple: Neither party has 
yet reached the 218 seats 
needed 
to 
control 
the 
House. 
The Associated Press has 
declared winners in most 
contests, but a handful 
are outstanding. Heading 
into Sunday, Republicans 
had 211 seats compared 
with 204 for the Democrats, 
leaving 20 undecided. 
The AP does not make 
projections and will only 
declare a winner when it's 
determined there is no sce- 
nario that would allow the 
trailing candidates to close 
the gap. In some contest- 
ed races where a party or 
candidate has a history of 


consistent and convincing 
wins, The AP can use re- 
sults from AP VoteCast — a 
survey of American voters 
aimed at determining why 
they voted how they did 
— to confirm a candidate's 
victory, even as soon as 
polls close. But some races, 
as it is again this year, can 
take days or even weeks to 
call. 
WHAT 
STATES 
ARE 
STILL 
COUNTING VOTES? 
California, 
the 
country's 
most populous state, has 
more undetermined con- 
tests than any other. A 
dozen races remain to be 
called there, with millions of 
votes left to count. 
There are also close races 
in Colorado and Oregon, 
among others, including 


some tight enough that 
they could be headed to 
a recount.In Alaska, where 
incumbent Democrat Mary 
Peltola won a special elec- 
tion this summer to fill an 
open House seat held for 
decades by Republicans, a 
second round of vote tabu- 
lating could take place. 
That's because Alaska has 
ranked choice voting in 
which voters rank candi- 
dates. If no one gets more 
than half of the votes cast 
on or before Nov. 8, the 
person with the fewest 
votes gets eliminated and 
voters' choices count to- 
ward their second pick. The 
rounds continue until two 
candidates are left and 
the one with the most votes 
wins. q

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Investigation underway over midair crash at Dallas air show

DALLAS (AP) — National 
transportation officials are 
in Dallas on Sunday inves- 
tigating the cause of the 
midair crash of two historic 
military planes during an 
air show that left six people 
dead. 
A World War II-era bomber 
and a fighter plane collided 
and crashed to the ground 
in a ball of flames on Sat- 
urday, leaving crumpled 
wreckage in a grassy area 
inside the Dallas Executive 
Airport perimeter, about 10 
miles (16 kilometers) from 
the city’s downtown. 
The crash came three years 
after the crash of a bomber 
in Connecticut that killed 
seven, and amid ongoing 
concern about the safety 
of air shows involving older 
warplanes. The company 
that owned the planes fly- 
ing in the Wings Over Dallas 
show has had other crash- 
es in its more than 60-year 
history. 
The crash claimed six lives, 
Dallas County Judge Clay 
Jenkins tweeted Sunday, 
citing the county medi- 
cal examiner. Authorities 
are continuing to work to 


identify the victims, he said. 
Dallas Fire-Rescue told The 
Dallas Morning News there 
were no reports of injuries 
on the ground. 
Armin Mizani, the mayor of 
Keller, Texas, said Terry Bark- 
er, a retired pilot for Ameri- 
can Airlines, was in the 
B-17 bomber that crashed. 
Mizani is the mayor of the 
town where Barker lived 
and said he learned of Bak- 
er’s death from his family. 
Mizani said Barker’s death 
has been difficult for his 
town 
of 
50,000, 
where 
many of its residents know 
each other. 
“It’s definitely a big loss in 
our community,” he said. 
“We’re grieving.” 
Barker was an Army vet- 
eran who flew helicopters 
during his military service. 
He later worked for Ameri- 
can Airlines for 36 years be- 
fore retiring in 2020, Mizani 
said. The National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board took 
control of the crash scene, 
with local police and fire 
providing support, Dallas 
Mayor Eric Johnson said. 
The Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration also was going 
to investigate, officials said. 
The planes collided and 
crashed about 1:20 p.m., 


the FAA said in a state- 
ment. 
Officials did not specify 
how many people were in- 
side each plane, but Hank 
Coates, president of Com- 
memorative Air Force, the 
company that owns the 
planes and put on the air 
show, said one of the air- 
craft, a B-17 Flying Fortress 
bomber, typically has a 
crew of four to five people. 
The other, a P-63 Kingcobra 
fighter plane, has a single 
pilot. The aircraft are flown 
by highly trained volun- 
teers, often retired pilots, 
he said. 
John Cudahy is president 
of the International Council 
of Air Shows, a trade group 
that sets the standards air 
shows follow and oversees 
the training of pilots and air 
bosses. Cudahy said that 
typically at air shows there 
is a Friday rehearsal where 
the pilots fly through the en- 
tire show to practice, so the 
Saturday show is actually 
the second time the pilots 
have flown the show. There 
are also detailed briefings 
each day to go over the 
plan for the air show and 
cover exactly where each 
pilot will be and their roles 
in the show. 


Several videos posted on 
social media showed the 
fighter plane flying into the 
bomber, causing them to 
quickly crash to the ground 
and setting off a large ball 
of fire and smoke. 
Air shows must obtain spe- 
cial waivers from the FAA 
and all of the pilots have 
to demonstrate their skills 
in low flying and other ma- 
neuvers used in air shows, 
said John Cox, a former air- 
line captain with more than 
50 years’ experience. Cox 
is also founder of Safety 
Operating Systems, a com- 
pany that helps smaller air- 
lines and corporate flight 
services from around the 
world with safety planning. 
Each air show is overseen 
by an “air boss” who serves 
as the flight controller for 
the event, Cox said. 
“If there’s any adjustments 
that have to be made, it’s 
the air boss that makes 
those calls and the pilots 
comply with that,” he said. 
In addition, any pilot with 
a 
mechanical 
problem 
would announce it to the 
air boss, he said. 
Air shows typically rely on 
extremely detailed plans, 
including contingencies for 
emergencies, Cox said. For 


example, any pilot who ran 
into trouble could break 
out of formation and go to 
a designated area free of 
other planes that is identi- 
fied by a landmark of some 
kind. 
The B-17, a cornerstone of 
U.S. air power during World 
War II, is an immense four- 
engine bomber used in 
daylight raids against Ger- 
many. The Kingcobra, a 
U.S. fighter plane, was used 
mostly by Soviet forces 
during the war. Most B-17s 
were scrapped at the end 
of World War II and only 
a handful remain today, 
largely featured at muse- 
ums and air shows, accord- 
ing to Boeing. 
The Commemorative Air 
Force has had previous 
crashes during its more than 
60-year history, including 
a deadly 1995 crash near 
Odessa, Texas, involving a 
B-26 bomber that killed five 
crew members, accord- 
ing to an NTSB report. The 
plane crashed while prac- 
ticing for an air show. The 
NTSB determined that the 
probable cause was the 
failure of the pilot to main- 
tain minimum airspeed for 
flight. In 2001, two separate 
West Texas crashes involv- 
ing planes owned by the 
group — one in April and 
one in May — killed three 
people. In June 2005, two 
people were killed when a 
single-engine plane owned 
by the group crashed in 
Williamson, Georgia. 
The Commemorative Air 
Force, 
previously 
called 
the Confederate Air Force 
until members changed its 
name in 2001 to avoid any 
association with the Civil 
War, had been headquar- 
tered in Midland, Texas, but 
relocated to Dallas in 2014. 
Wings Over Dallas bills it- 
self as “America’s Premier 
World War II Airshow,” ac- 
cording to a website ad- 
vertising the event. The 
show was scheduled for 
Nov. 11-13, Veterans Day 
weekend, and guests were 
to see more than 40 World 
War II-era aircraft. Its Sat- 
urday afternoon schedule 
of 
flying 
demonstrations 
included the “bomber pa- 
rade” and “fighter escorts” 
that featured the B-17 and 
P-63.q

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Bomb rocks avenue in heart of Istanbul; 6 dead, dozens hurt

ISTANBUL (AP) — A bomb 
rocked a bustling pedes- 
trian avenue in the heart 
of Istanbul on Sunday, kill- 
ing six people, wounding 
several dozen and leaving 
panicked people to flee 
the fiery blast or huddle in 
cafes and shops. 
Emergency vehicles rushed 
to the scene on Istiklal Av- 
enue, a popular thorough- 
fare lined with shops and 
restaurants that leads to 
the iconic Taksim Square. In 
one video posted online, a 
loud bang could be heard 
and a flash seen as pedes- 
trians turned and ran away. 
Turkish 
President 
Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan called the 
blast a "treacherous at- 
tack" and said its perpe- 
trators would be punished. 
He did not say who was 
behind the attack but said 
it had the "smell of terror" 
without offering details and 
also adding that was not 
certain yet. 
Sunday's explosion was a 
shocking reminder of the 
anxiety and safety con- 
cerns that stalked the Turk- 
ish population during years 
when such attacks were 


common. The country was 
hit by a string of bombings 
between 2015 and 2017, 
some by the Islamic State 
group, 
others 
by 
Kurd- 
ish militants who seek in- 
creased autonomy or inde- 
pendence. 
In recent years, Erdogan 
has led a broad crackdown 
on the militants as well as 
on Kurdish lawmakers and 
activists. Amid skyrocket- 
ing inflation and other eco- 
nomic troubles, Erdogan's 
anti-terrorism campaign is 
a key rallying point for him 
ahead of presidential and 


parliamentary 
elections 
next year. 
Erdogan, who left Sunday 
for the Group of 20 summit 
in Indonesia, said six people 
were killed. Vice President 
Fuat Oktay put the wound- 
ed toll to 81, with two in 
serious condition, and also 
said it appeared to be a 
terrorist attack. 
Justice 
Minister 
Bekir 
Bozdag told pro-govern- 
ment broadcaster A Haber 
that investigators were fo- 
cusing on a woman who sat 
on a bench by the scene 
of the blast for about 40 


minutes. The explosion took 
place just minutes after she 
left. He said her identity 
was not yet clear, nor was 
it clear what group might 
be behind the attack. 
A manager of a restau- 
rant near where the bomb 
went off said he heard the 
explosion and saw people 
running. The dozens of cus- 
tomers inside his restau- 
rant, including women and 
children, 
panicked 
and 
screamed. 
The manager, who spoke 
on condition of anonym- 
ity because of the sensitiv- 
ity of the situation, said he 
closed his restaurant's shut- 
ters, fearing there might 
be another explosion, and 
tried to calm the customers 
down. After about 15 to 25 
minutes inside, he saw po- 
lice on the avenue and or- 
ganized the customers and 
his staff to leave in small 
groups. 
Numerous foreign govern- 
ments offered their con- 
dolences, including neigh- 
boring Greece with which 
relations are tense. Prime 
Minister Kyriakos Mitsotakis 
said he was "shocked and 
saddened by the news of 
the heinous attack."q 


4 EU members say they can't take so many migrant arrivals

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
Four Mediterranean Euro- 
pean Union nations have is- 
sued a joint statement on a 
dispute over a deal for Eu- 
rope to jointly help asylum- 
seekers. 
In their statement Satur- 
day, Italy, Greece, Malta 
and Cyprus repeated their 
positions that they "cannot 
subscribe to the notion that 
countries of first entry are 
the only possible European 
landing spots for illegal im- 
migrants." They added that 
the number of migrants 
taken in by other EU mem- 
ber states "only represents 
a very small fraction of the 
actual number of irregular 
arrivals." 
The four countries con- 
demned the operations of 
private charity vessels "act- 
ing in total autonomy from 
the competent state au- 


thorities" to save hundreds 
of migrants rescued at sea. 
Italy's new far-right-led gov- 
ernment was locked in a 
weekslong standoff with 
humanitarian groups that 
rescue migrants in the cen- 
tral Mediterranean Sea. It 
argued that the countries 
whose flag the ships fly 
should take in the migrants, 
not Italy, a position vehe- 
mently opposed by human- 
itarian groups, legal experts 
and human rights activists. 
After ignoring repeated re- 
quests for a safe port, Italy 
directed three ships with 
migrants to ports in south- 
ern Italy, initially selecting 
for 
disembarkation 
only 
those deemed vulnerable, 
including minors and those 
with medical conditions. 
Eventually all were allowed 
to enter Italy. But a fourth 
ship, the Ocean Viking, re- 
mained in international wa- 
ters and eventually made 
its way toward France after 


nearly three weeks at sea, 
finally docking Friday at the 
port of Toulon. The Ocean 
Viking episode led to a dip- 
lomatic flap between Italy 
and France, after Italy's 
new prime minister, Gior- 
gia Meloni, thanked Paris 
for accepting the migrants 
before France had agreed 
to do so. 
French Interior Minister Ge- 


rard Darmanin then an- 
nounced 
France's 
with- 
drawal from a "solidarity" 
mechanism approved in 
June to reduce the pres- 
sure on front-line countries 
such as Greece, Italy and 
Spain by taking in asylum- 
seekers. 
French 
officials 
also announced new bor- 
der checks with Italy.q

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Israel's Netanyahu officially tapped to form government

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Is- 
rael's 
president 
officially 
tapped former Prime Minis- 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu to 
form a government on Sun- 
day, opening the door for 
the likely return to power of 
the long-serving leader af- 
ter a one-year hiatus. With 
Netanyahu comes what's 
expected to be Israel's 
most right-wing coalition 
ever. 
Elections earlier this month 
indicated a clear win for 
Netanyahu and his ultra- 
Orthodox and ultranation- 
alist allies and ended the 
short-lived, ideologically-di- 
verse government that had 
ousted him last year after 
Netanyahu's 12 consecu- 
tive years in power. 
Though 
political 
horse- 
trading began as soon as 
the election results firmed 
up, Sunday's development 
means Netanyahu now has 
up to six weeks to conclude 
negotiations and cobble 
together a government. 
Netanyahu struck a con- 
ciliatory tone at the Jeru- 
salem event where Israel's 
ceremonial President Isaac 
Herzog 
bestowed 
upon 
him the task of forming a 
government. 
Netanyahu 
played down concerns by 
Israeli liberals and some of 
the country's international 
allies that Israel was "enter- 


ing a dark tunnel" with his 
expected government. 
"We will do everything to 
make this, with God's help, 
a stable government, a 
successful government, a 
responsible 
government, 
a dedicated government 
that will work for the benefit 
of all residents of the state 
of Israel, without excep- 
tion," he said. 
With his allies keen on gain- 
ing power and ending the 
outgoing coalition's rule as 
soon as possible, Netan- 
yahu will likely try to quickly 


wrap up negotiations. But 
key portfolios, including fi- 
nance and defense min- 
istries, could prove a stick- 
ing point and Netanyahu's 
partners could seek to drag 
out talks to achieve their 
aims. 
Netanyahu returns to pow- 
er after five elections in less 
than four years that were 
all essentially a referendum 
on his fitness to serve while 
on trial for corruption. He 
was toppled last year by 
a coalition of eight parties 
that united over their dis- 


taste for Netanyahu but ul- 
timately collapsed over in- 
fighting. Netanyahu served 
as opposition leader during 
that time. 
Netanyahu 
is 
expected 
to emerge from negotia- 
tions with a stable majority 
coalition of 64 seats in the 
120-member Knesset. 
Netanyahu, 
73, 
faces 
charges of fraud, breach of 
trust and accepting bribes 
in a series of scandals in- 
volving media moguls and 
wealthy associates. In ex- 
change for their policy pri- 


orities and plum govern- 
ment appointments, Ne- 
tanyahu's likely coalition 
partners have promised to 
advance a series of legal 
reforms and to weaken the 
Supreme Court, measures 
that could make his legal 
woes disappear. 
Netanyahu's most promi- 
nent 
partner 
is 
Itamar 
Ben-Gvir, an extremist law- 
maker who wants to ex- 
pel Arab lawmakers and 
whose views were once on 
the fringes of Israeli politics. 
He is the top candidate of 
the far-right Religious Zion- 
ism party, which earned 14 
seats in the polls, making it 
a key ally for Netanyahu. 
Ben-Gvir, who has been 
repeatedly convicted for 
charges of incitement and 
supporting a terror group, 
billed himself as a law and 
order candidate and is 
seeking the public security 
ministry, which is in charge 
of the police. With the po- 
lice overseeing key holy 
sites in Jerusalem, his ap- 
pointment to such a sensi- 
tive post could inflame ten- 
sions with the Palestinians. 
Religious Zionism's leader, 
Bezalel Smotrich, a West 
Bank Jewish settler who 
supports annexing parts of 
the Palestinian territory, is 
vying for the defense min- 
istry, the main enforcer of 
Israel's open-ended occu- 
pation of the West Bank.q

Slovenia elects first woman president in 
a runoff vote

LJUBLJANA, Slovenia (AP) 
— Liberal rights advocate 
Natasa Pirc Musar won a 
runoff Sunday to become 
Slovenia's first female head 
of state, and said her first 


task would be to bridge a 
deep left-right divide in the 
Alpine nation of 2 million. 
With nearly all of the votes 
counted in the small Euro- 
pean Union nation, Pirc Mu- 
sar led Slovenia's conserva- 
tive former Foreign Minister 


Anze Logar by 54% to 46%. 
Her victory boosts the coun- 
try's liberal bloc following 
the center-left coalition vic- 
tory in Slovenia's parliamen- 
tary election in April. 
"My first task will be to open 
a dialogue among all Slo- 
venians," she said as her 
election team celebrated. 
Logar conceded defeat, 
saying he hopes Pirc Musar 
"will carry out all the prom- 
ises" that she has made dur- 
ing the campaign. 
Pirc Musar, 54, will be the 
first woman to serve as pres- 
ident since Slovenia be- 
came independent amid 
the breakup of Yugoslavia 
in 1991. A prominent law- 
yer, Pirc Musar had repre- 


sented former U.S. first lady 
Melania Trump in copyright 
and other cases in her na- 
tive Slovenia. 
She trailed Logar in the first 
round of voting two weeks 
ago. 
But since none of the seven 
contenders who compet- 
ed in the first round man- 
aged to gather more than 
50% of the ballots to claim 
outright victory, Logar and 
Pirc Musar went forward 
to a runoff. Analysts in Slo- 
venia had predicted that 
centrist and liberal voters 
would rally behind Pirc Mu- 
sar. 
Pirc Musar will succeed 
President Borut Pahor, a 
centrist politician who had 


already served two terms in 
office.While the presidency 
is largely ceremonial in Slo- 
venia, the head of state still 
is seen as a person of au- 
thority. Presidents nominate 
prime ministers and mem- 
bers of the constitutional 
court, who are then elect- 
ed in parliament, and ap- 
points members of the anti- 
corruption commission. 
Logar, 46, served under for- 
mer populist Prime Minister 
Janez Jansa, who moved 
Slovenia to the right while 
in power and faced ac- 
cusations of undemocratic 
and divisive policies. Jansa 
was ousted from power in 
the parliamentary election 
in April.q

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Department of Children and Youth 
arriving to final stages of early 
intervention pilot project

tinuing work on precon- 
ditions 
and 
completing 
preparations, expert of the 
University of Missouri-Kan- 
sas City Institute for Human 
Development (UMKC-IHD), 
Dr. Kelly Hantak is return- 
ing to Aruba and together 
with project leader for the 
Department 
of 
Children 
and Youth of Aruba (DMH), 
Anouk Eman, finalizing the 
first phase of the pilot proj- 
ect. 


The goal of this project is 
to create the Early Inter- 
vention system for children 
with special needs in care 
centers in Aruba. After 18 
months meeting with pro- 
fessionals 
from 
different 
sectors, who are also part 
of Early Intervention Plat- 
form Aruba (PITA), and in 
collaboration 
with 
them 
and the Aruban ministry of 
Social Affairs and Justice, 


the project arrived to an 
Early Intervention system, 
which will begin with a pre- 
execution trajectory in the 
care centers for children in 
Aruba in 2023. 


Dr. Kelly and Anouk Eman 
are delivering the second 
offcial report at the end 
of December 2022 with all 
investigations done in the 
past 18 months, as well as 


the results of the assess- 
ments. 
Eman 
together 
with Dr. Kelly profession- 
ally evaluated at total of 
12 children, using DAYC-2 
assessment tool. This is a 
very 
popular 
evaluation 
tool used by American 
professionals, precisely for 
children ages 0-5 and 11 
months, who have a pos- 
sible delay in the follow- 
ing 
domains: 
cognitive, 
communication, 
socio- 
emotional 
development, 
physical development and 
adaptive behavior. 


Seeing that up until the 
28th of November, only 12 
children will be evaluated, 
the result cannot still be 
generalized, but the results 
were presented regardless 
to minister of Social Affairs 
and Justice, Rocco Tjon, as 


well as PITA. The results are 
worrying, particularly in the 
area of communication. 
The final goal before De- 
cember is to evaluate 30 
children, a more represen- 
tative quantity. 


A high percentage of the 
12 children visited a logo- 
pedist. This is a cost for the 
parents of about Afl. 130 
for a one-hour session. The 
parents indicated that the 
children need to attend 
four sessions each month 
in order to see the neces- 
sary development, and this 
amounts to about Afl. 520 
per month per child. 


These numbers are cause 
for concern, seeing that this 
regards only 8 care centers 
for children in Aruba, cur- 
rently taking part in the pi- 
lot project. This is the reason 
why in 2023 the idea is for 
all 120 care centers for chil- 
dren that registered volun- 
tarily, to begin with the first 
phase of detecting if there 
are any concerns regard- 
ing development.

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Smaller food cos. get set for a high- 
priced holiday season

NEW YORK (AP) — Holiday 
celebrants in Hilo, Hawaii, 
might notice something dif- 
ferent about the traditional 
Yule Log cake from the 
Short 'N Sweet bakery this 
year. Maria Short typically 
makes her popular $35 
bûche de Noël with two 
logs combined to look like 
a branch. This year, thanks 
to soaring prices for eggs 
and butter and other items, 
she's downsizing to one 
straight Yule log. 
"It's the same price, but 
smaller," she said. "That cuts 
down on size and labor." 
Higher prices are hitting 
everyone this holiday, but 
food vendors are seeing 
some of the biggest in- 
creases. Small businesses 
that count on food-centric 
holidays like Thanksgiving 
and Christmas are bracing 
for a difficult season. 
At the wholesale level, egg 
prices are more than triple 
what they were a year 
ago, milk prices are up 34% 
and butter is up 70%, ac- 
cording to data from the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. Businesses are also 
paying more for everything 
from packages to labor. 
Many owners are raising 
prices to offset the higher 
costs. But raising prices too 
much risks driving away the 
crucial holiday shopper. 
So, businesses are adapt- 
ing: adjusting the way they 
make products, changing 
gift 
basket 
components 
and adding free gifts in- 
stead of giving discounts, 
among other steps. 
Maria Short says that even 
for Hawaii, where the cost 
of living is among the high- 
est of any U.S. state, the 
price increases are "dras- 
tic." 
For example, she says, the 


Short N Sweet Bakery is 
paying $123 for a case of 
eggs that cost $42 in Octo- 
ber last year. A case of but- 
ter that was $91 in October 
ago; it's $138 this year. 
Among the ways Short is 
cutting costs, she'll use a 
generic 
box 
decorated 
with stickers instead of us- 
ing a customized box for 
her desserts. And she or- 
dered a cookie printer 
rather than having bakers 
hand-pipe frosting, to save 
on labor costs. 
Sarah Pounders, who co- 
owns 
Nashville-based 
Made in TN, a retailer of lo- 
cally made food and gifts, 
says the local vendors who 
make the items she sells are 
facing higher prices. The 
cost of butter needed to 
make cookies is five times 
the price from a year ago 
and cardboard packaging 
is double. 
Made in TN has raised some 
prices and is selling other 
items for less profit. Cus- 
tomers are already paying 
more for things like gas, 
clothing and cars, as well 
as services like eating out 
and travel, so they're not 
as quick to spend as they 
might have been in prior 
years. They're noticing the 
price increases, she said. 


"If bread is up 50 cents 
you will still buy bread," 
Pounders said. "But if it's an 
impulse buy or luxury spe- 
cialty item -- if chocolate- 
covered cookies are up $1 
-- you might think twice." 
Price increases aren't an 
option for her popular gift 
basket business. Corpora- 
tions often have a $50 cap 
and events at hotels like 
weddings can have a $20 
sweet spot. So, Pounders 
has made adjustments. In 
some cases, she has re- 
placed a $20 bag of cof- 
fee, which is up $3, with less 
expensive hot chocolate. 
Or she puts one less choco- 
late bar in the basket. 
She's also buying more 
items 
that 
could 
sell 
throughout the year and 
less seasonal inventory like 
peppermint bark and hot 
chocolate on a stick. 
"Every year is a guess, and 
the economy makes it 
even more volatile," she 
said. 
Eric Ludy, co-founder of 
Cheese Brothers, an on- 
line purveyor of Wisconsin 
cheese and gift baskets, 
faces a tricky task this 
holiday season as he tries 
to offset higher costs for 
packaging, labor — and 
cheese. Half of his busi- 
ness comes in the weeks 
between Black Friday and 
Christmas. 
Cheese Brothers has nomi- 
nally raised prices for their 
cheese – a block of ched- 
dar will cost customers 
$7.50 instead of $7, for ex- 
ample. Ludy says he'll also 
rely less on discounts this 
year and more on gifts and 
other giveaways.q

Report: Tweets with racial slurs soar since Musk takeover

Instances of racial slurs 
have soared on Twitter 
since Elon Musk purchased 
the 
influential 
platform, 
despite assurances from 
the platform that it had re- 
duced hateful activity, a 
digital civil rights group re- 
ported Thursday. 
Researchers at the Center 
for Countering Digital Hate 
found that the number of 
tweets containing one of 
several different racial slurs 
soared in the week after 
Musk bought Twitter. 
A racial epithet used to 
attack Black people was 
found more than 26,000 
times, three times the aver- 
age for 2022. 
Use of a slur that targets 
trans 
people 
increased 
53%, while instances of an 
offensive term for homo- 
sexual men went up 39% 
over the yearly average. 
Examples of offensive terms 


used to target Jews and 
Hispanics also increased. 
All told, the researchers 
looked at nearly 80,000 
English-language 
tweets 
and retweets from around 
the world that contained 
one of the offensive terms 
they searched for. 
"The figures show that de- 
spite claims from Twitter's 
Head of Trust and Safety, 
Yoel Roth, that the plat- 
form had succeeded in 
reducing the number of 
times hate speech was be- 
ing seen on Twitter's search 
and trending page, the 
actual volume of hateful 
tweets has spiked," accord- 
ing to the analysis from the 
center, a nonprofit with of- 
fices in the U.S. and United 
Kingdom. 
Roth 
resigned 
Thursday, 
joining the large number 
of Twitter employees who 
have either resigned from 
Twitter or been laid off 
since Musk took control. 


A day before, Roth ac- 
knowledged the recent in- 
crease in hate speech on 
the site but said the plat- 
form had made significant 
progress in bringing the 
numbers down. 
"We've put a stop to the 
spike in hateful conduct, 
but that the level of hate- 
ful activity on the service is 
now about 95% lower than 
it was before the acquisi- 
tion," Roth said in remarks 
broadcast live on Twitter. 
"Changes 
that 
we've 
made and the proactive 
enforcement that we car- 
ried out are making Twitter 
safer relative to where it 
was before." 
An executive confirmed 
Roth's resignation to co- 
workers on an internal mes- 
saging board seen by The 
Associated Press on Thurs- 
day. 
On Oct. 31, Twitter an- 
nounced that 1,500 ac- 
counts had been removed 
for posting hate speech. 
The company also said it 
had greatly reduced the 
visibility of posts containing 
slurs, making them harder 
to find on the platform. 
"We have actually seen 
hateful speech at times 
this week decline (asterisk) 
below(asterisk) 
our prior 
norms, contrary to what 
you may read in the press," 


Musk tweeted last week. 
Musk has described himself 
as a free speech absolutist, 
and he is widely expected 
to revamp Twitter's content 
moderation policies. 
While he said no changes 
have been made so far, 
Musk has made significant 
layoffs at the company, 
raising questions about its 
ability to police misinfor- 
mation and hate speech 
before Tuesday's midterm 
election.q

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Finau sails to 4-shot victory in Houston, 3rd win of year 


HOUSTON (AP) — Winning 
use to come hard for Tony 
Finau. Now he's making it 
look easy. 
Staked to a four-shot lead 
Sunday in the Houston 
Open, Finau stretched it 
to eight shots on the back 
nine and sailed to his third 
PGA Tour victory of the 
year. With three bogeys 
that only affected the mar- 
gin, he closed with a 1-un- 
der 69 and won by four. 
Finau won only once in his 
first 185 tournaments upon 
joining the PGA Tour. Now 
he has four in the last 30 
tournaments, 
including 
three in this calendar year. 
"I've always had belief, but 
confidence when you win 
is contagious," Finau said. 
"I'm starting to put together 
a full-package game." 
It certainly showed over 
four days at Memorial Park. 
Finau seized control with 
a 62 in the second round 
ahead of the change in 
weather and was superb 
in his bogey-free round of 
68 in Saturday's cold and 
wind. No one came close 
to catching him on Sun- 
day. 
He finished at 16-under 264 
and started the new sea- 
son with a win — moving to 
No. 12 in the world ranking 
— after shaking off some 
rust in a missed cut last 
week at Mayakoba. 
PGA Tour rookie Tyson Al- 
exander won the B-flight, 
and it was a big deal. Al- 
exander made a 30-foot 
birdie putt on the 18th hole 
for a 66 and moved out of 
a tie for second to be the 
sole runner-up. That was 
worth enough FedEx Cup 
points that it should be a 
virtual lock that he quali- 
fies for the postseason next 
summer. 
"Great week for me," Al- 
exander said. "I wish Tony 
would have taken the 
week off." 
Ben Taylor missed his 25- 
foot birdie putt on the 18th 
for a 70 and finished third. 
Finau said he felt uncom- 
fortable with such a large 
lead at the start of the 
round, and he conceded 
he had some doubts about 
how he would play. 
Those didn't last terribly 
long. He rolled in a 15-foot 
birdie putt on the second 


hole, 
and 
then 
quickly 
pulled away from the field. 
Finau holed a 7-foot birdie 
putt on the fifth, made a 
40-foot birdie putt on the 
par-5 eighth and capped 
off the front nine with a 20- 
foot birdie putt. 
That gave him an eight- 
shot lead, and from there 
it was matter of staying up- 
right. 
"It was one of those days 
I fought and fought, and 
I made a lot of nice putts 
that calmed me," Finau 
said. "I've never been in 
this position. I had a lot 
of nerves. Overall, as the 
round went on, I felt better. 
I was happy to get the 'W' 
today." 
He didn't make a bogey 
until the 10th hole, and 
then he dropped two more 
shots along the back nine 


from a bunker and with a 
long three-putt. Even so, no 
one ever got closer than 
the four-shot margin at the 
end of the round. 
Alex Noren had a 68 and 
tied for fourth to move to 
No. 45 in the world. He will 
need to stay in the top 50 
by the end of the year for 
any hope of a Masters invi- 
tation. 
Masters champion Scot- 
tie Scheffler closed with a 
67 and tied for ninth. He 
needed a win to replace 
Rory McIlroy at No. 1 in the 
world. 
McIlroy is playing next week 
in Dubai to wrap up the Eu- 
ropean tour season, while 
Scheffler will next play at 
the Hero World Challenge 
in the Bahamas, a 20-man 
field that offers world rank- 
ing points.q
